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'Workaholic’ family man killed on QEW

Edwin Kent was count¬ 
ing down the days. After 28 
years at General Motors in 
St. Catharines, the 57-year- 
old Fort Erie man planned 
to retire this summer. 

Instead, on his way to 
work last Friday morning, 
his pickup truck slammed 
into a dump truck on the 
Queen Elizabeth Way. He 
was pronounced dead at 
the scene. 

Kent’s mother Marlene 
was still trying to fathom 
the news Saturday morn¬ 
ing. 

“I looked at the paper 
this morning...I haven’t 
really processed it yet,” she 
said. “It’ll hit me after the 
funeral’s over, but right 
now it’s like I’m in limbo. 

"We’re talking about it, 
but it's like somebody 

GM phoned Kent’s wife 
Goretta Carolan last Friday 
morning saying he hadn’t 
shown up for work. 
Marlene’s first thought was 
a heart attack - her son had 
been battling a heart con¬ 


dition for years. 

“When the grief coun¬ 
sellors came to the door to 
tell me something had 
happened...if they told me 
he’d had a heart attack and 
was in the hospital, I 
wouldn’t have been too 
surprised," she says. “But 
when they told me he was 
killed, that word didn’t 
register at all.” 

Following last 

Thursday’s heavy snow 
fall, road conditions on the 
highway last Friday morn¬ 
ing were described as 
“bad" by Ontario Provincial 
Police. Shortly after 6 a.m., 
Kent’s GMC Silverado 
entered a ditch and veered 
into the southbound lanes, 
about a kilometre south of 
Lyons CreekRd. It slammed 
head-on into a dump 

Marlene says her son 
knew the highway very 
well, especially how 
treacherous the section 
between Sodom Rd. and 
Lyons Creed Rd. can be 
during winter. The family 
has been told a heart attack 
wasn’t the cause of the 
accident. 


Marlene described her 
son as a “popular” kid 
growing up with a mischie- 

“Always breaking some¬ 
body’s windows or putting 
his dad to work,” she 
recalls. “He broke every 
bone in his body doing 
things he shouldn’t be 

After high school he 
spent five years in the mili¬ 
tary, then worked for Fleet 
in Fort Erie. After it closed, 
he joined GM. 

After work he would 
often make furniture in his 
workshop. 

“He was a workaholic,” 
she says. “Very family ori¬ 
ented and loved his job.” 

Kent leaves behind a 
daughter, three stepsons 
and three grandsons. He 
had three sisters and a 
brother.

Fort Erie's deputy fire 
chief, Keith German, is 
estimating damage 
between $500,000 and 
$600,000 after a transport 
truck carrying luxury cars 
went up in flames at the 
Flying J Truck Stop early 
last Wednesday morn¬ 
ing. 

Firefighters from sta¬ 
tions 2 and 3 responded 
to a call for a transport 
truck on fire at 1637 Pettit 
Rd. at 6:30 a.m. 

German said the trans¬ 
port was carrying nine 
Toyota Camrys from a 
plant in Cambridge to a 
car dealership in western 
New York. 

“We believe the fire 
started in the engine 
compartment," German 
said. “The driver pulled 
into the truck stop when 


he noticed smoke was 
coming out from under 
the driver side wheel.” 

The driver got out of 
the vehicle and “there 
wasn’t much he could 
do," German said. 

It took firefighters 
about 10 minutes to get 
the transport truck fire 
under control and anoth¬ 
er 45 minutes to an hour 
to extinguish small fires 
inside the cars on the 
transport truck. 

"Firefighters had to get 
inside each vehicle and 
make sure they were out,” 
German said. 

“It’s a little bit more 
involved then a house 
fire. You’ve got gasoline 
and diesel fuel and there 
are lots of things that go 
bang and pop.” 

German said four of the 
cars were completely 
destroyed by fire. 

“Some of them were 
not damaged by the fire

From the gardener’s journal: Find ‘some good flavour’ in your garden

Here's a lovely little verse for 
a winter’s day: 

“Snow is gossiping today/ 
With the tall bare trees./The 
wind is telling secrets too,/ 
Winter's mystenes./I think they 
must know everything/it is 
worthwhile to know/About 
cold January days/That play 
out in the snow!”

One of the coldest days this 
week was my day for green¬ 
house duties and I really 
enjoyed misting and watering. 


lovely by early afternoon. The 
tropicals perked right up with 
that treatment It is difficult to 
reproduce these conditions in 


most home spaces, and know I 
have the advantage of seeing a 
spurt in growth and new buds 
and leaves. Perhaps it is just 
the time of year, I did notice a 
growth in the ferns since last 
week. I stopped to think as I 
was encouraging our mouse to 
“ move along,” this time of year 
the desert in the southwest 
begins to bloom. I speculate 
plant life is waking up after the 
rest period of late December 
and early January. 

So the bulbs planted have 
begun their race to be the tall¬ 
est We decided on team 
names and this week we saw 
and could measure a distinct 
change in height. One of our 
greenhouse friends named 
each bulb solwillletyou know 
whether it is Elvis or Pat or 
another named bulb that wins. 
Blooms should begin to show 
next month. 


The mix of sunlight liquid 
dish soap and warm water 
sprayed on the leaves of the 
hibiscus and other large tropi¬ 
cals has worked the charm of 
keeping the spiders and other 
flies away. 

I have to remain vigilant 
about this and the very first 
slightly mild day when it is safe 
to do so, these tropicals will get 
a dose of fresh air. Just as we 
need to air our spaces in the 
early spring when that warm 
wind blows, so our plants need 
a shot of fresh air to help them 
ward off the pests... 

I noticed the herbs have 
begun to grow again, also 
responding to the shift in the 
growing season. It seems we 
can clip the herbs and use 
them fresh or dried and sud¬ 
denly there is new growth. We 
have good success with cut¬ 
tings, but I think the seed plant¬ 


ings I have done will take well 

I was thinking about curry 
this week as just one plant can 
spread fragrance all around. 

The scent of the curry 
reminds me of meal plans and 
cooking. I thought I would 
share some salt free blends of 
herbs that can flavour our 
foods: these can be marinades, 
sauces or just sprinkling 
For beef: 

• lemon juice, minced fresh 
rosemary, freshly ground black 
pepper. 

• Minced fresh thyme, ground 
cloves, grated orange peel, 
black pepper. 

• Mashed green peppercorns, 
minced onions and minced 
fresh marjoram 

For poultry: 

• Minced fresh ginger, freshly 
grated orange peel and minced 
fresh sage 


Minced fresh marjoram, 
minced fresh thyme and apple 
cider vinegar 

• Minced fresh basil, white 
wine vinegar and garlic 

For green vegetables: 

• Minced fresh dill, bay and rice 
vinegar 

• Minced fresh basil, freshly 
grated nutmeg and minced 
fresh marjoram 

For yellow and orange vegeta¬ 
bles: 

• Cinnamon, nutmeg, orange 
juice and minced fresh thyme 

• Minced fresh gingei; cinna¬ 
mon, apple cider vinegar & 
minced fresh celery leaf 

• Fennel seed, mustard seed, 
bay and grated lemon peel 

. Minced fresh dill, lemon juice 
and mustard seed 
For cheese and eggs: 

• Minced fresh dill, minced 
fresh chives, minced fresh 


parsley and paprika 

• Freshly grated nutmeg, dry 
mustard and freshly ground 
black pepper 

For beans, rice and other 

• Minced fresh mint, minced 
fresh parsley, grated lemon 
peel and caraway seed 

• Saffron, garlic and minced 
fresh parsley 

• Chilies, cumin seed, minced 
fresh oregano and garlic 

Those are some of the 
blends that will enhance the 
flavours ofthesaltfree edibles.
